AN ORDINANCE MADE 


BY THE 


LORDS AND COMMONS 


IN PARLIAMENT ASSEMBLED, 


For the better and more ſpeedy execution, of the late Ordinance of 
the 29, of November, 1642. 


DHEREAS according to an Ordinance and Declaration ofthe Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament,of the 291, 

Þ of November laſt, the perſons whoſe names are ſubſcribedare appointed and ſince approved of, by both Houſes of Parlia- 

ment, to be Aﬀeſſors and Coll-Qors of Ic is now ordered by the” 

Lords and Commons afſembled in Parliament. And the ſaid perſons, are hereby required and authorized, upon the Re- 

ccipt of this order, forthwith to proceed, effeually and diligently, ro execute the ſaid Ordinance, according to the tenor 

thereof, in every behalfe, without omiſſion, favour,dread, malice, or any other thing, to be attempted, by them, or any 

of them, rothe contrary thereof : And for that end , It is further Ordained and Declared : That the ſaid: Aﬀefſors, ſhall 

hereby have authority to call before them, as well ſuch perſons, as they ſhall thinke fit to their aſſiſtance : As alſo, all of any ſuch perſons, as 
are to be aſſeſſed. And the ſaid Aſſeſſors ſhall appoint the ſaid ColleQtors, in their ſeverall Diviſions and Piecindts, for gathering the ſums 
that ſhall beaſlſeſſed ; And give notice ofthe ſumme and ſummes of money, at which every perſon, in their diviſions and precindts ſhall be 
particularly aſſeſſed. And WHEREAS itis expreſſed, inthe ſaid Ordinance, ( So as the afſeſlement exceed not the twentieth 


art of the eſtates of the perſons to be aſſeſſed) It is hereby Declared, for prevention of all inequality in the ſaid afſeſſement : Thar if the 
faid AſeTors, or any foure of them, proceeding in their afſefſement according to their Judgements, and beſt Information, ſhall aſſefle any 


rſon, above the twentieth part of his eſtate ; And thatthe perſon ſo aſſeſſed, doth find hunſclfe grieved, with the ſame aſſeſſing or Rating : 
hatvhen the-party ſo aſſeſſed, ( paying one moiety of the ſumme he ſhall be aſſeiſed at, within fixe dayes next after aſſeſſement, and notice 
rHereof given, or left, at the dwelling houſe of the party ſo aſſeſſed ) may, (during fixe daies, after his having paid the ſaid Moiety, as afu:c- 
ſaid ) have liberty, and may addreſſe himſclte for remedy and relicfe, unto the perſons nominated by the ſaid Ordinance,to nominate the AL. 
feſſors, or any foure of them, and may tender his voluntary Oath, or Proteſtation, to ſuch perſons, that he is over-rated, and ofthe trne va 
lue of his eſtate ( if he pleaſe ) and after due examination, and perfe&t knowledge thereof had, and perceived ; The ſaid Perſons authorizedto 
nominate Aſſeſſors as aforeſaid, or any foure of them, ſhall hereby have power to Order ſuch abatement of the ſaid afleſlementr, — as 
ſhall appeare unto them juſt, and equall upon the ſame examination.. And it is hereby further Ordained and Declared, that the perſon ſo afle(- 
ſed and ſworne, ſhall within three dayes next after the Order of abatement, in that behalfe made, pay unto, or be repaid by the Treaſurers 
who received the other moiety of ſuchaſſeſſement, ſuch ſumme or ſummes of money, as by the ſaid Order of abatement ſhall be appointed: 
And in caſe the ſaid perſon, fo ſworne and aſſeſſed, ſhall.not pay within the ſaid three dayes, next after Order of abatement made,the ſurame 
thereby ordercd to be paid ; That then the ſame ſumme, ſhall be recovered by diſtreſle, or otherwiſe, as is provided inthe ſaid Ordinanco 
of the 29. of November laſt, (in caſe the ſummes aſſeſſed ſhall nor be paid into the Gwi/a-hall, Londen, according to the true meaning of th 
fame ) And tit be proved by witneſſes, or by the parties owne confeſhon, or other lawfull wayes or meanes, within fixe monethes after an 
ſuch Oath made, that the ſame perſon ſo rated, and {worne, was ofany betrer or greatereſtate, in Lands, Goods, or other things aboye ſpeci 
fied, ar the time of the making the ſaid Ordinance, then the ſaid perſon ſo ſworne, did declare upon his Oath. That then every perſon ſo of: 
fending, ſhall loſe and forfeit, ſo much lawfull money of England, as he the ſame perſon ſo ſworne, was firſt aſſeſſed ar, or taxed to pay, b 
vertue of the Ordinance aforeſaid : To be: recovered, by diſtreſſe, or atherwiſe, as is provided, inthe ſaid Ordinance of the 29. of Novem 


ber laſt, (in caſe the ſummes. of money to be aſſeſſed by vertue of the ſad Ordinance ſhall not be paid into the Gusld-hall London, according te 
the true meaning of the ſame ) And it is hereby further Ordained andDeclared, That the faid Aſſeſſors and ColleRors ſhall incurreno da- 
mage by reaſon of their over-valuing the eſtate of any perſon aſſeſſed, or to be aſl 


eſſed, or recovering or receiving the lame, by vertue of the 
Ordinance aforeſaid, unlefle ſome corruption or indirect carriage therein, ſhall be proved in Parliament againſt them.
